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DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER 
Crash claims 
settled for 
$29 million 
NEW YORK (U PI) - All claims aris­ 
ing from the 1960 midair crash of two air­ 
liners over Staten Island finally have 
been settled for a total of $29 million. 
With the announcement of the final 
award Friday, Brooklyn Federal Court 
broke the seal of secrecy on the case. 
The proceedings had been kept secret 
for three years while the awards were 
made. 


The « rash, which ranked as the world’s 
worst air disaster until only 13 days ago, 
took place when a United Airlines jetlin­ 
er and a Trans World Airlines Lock­ 
heed Super Constellation groping through 
fog and sleet collided over a small 
Army airport on Staten Island Dec. 16, 
1960. 


All 128 persons aboard the planes and 
six people on the ground died in the 
crash. In June, 1962, the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board in Washington declared 
the United Airline crew negligent since 
the DC8 jetliner was more than seven 
miles beyond the farthest limits assigned 
to it by radar controllers at Kennedy 
International Airport, then called Idle- 
wild. The plane also had a defect in its 
navigational equipment. 


United Flight 826, going to Idlewild 
from Chicago with 77 passengers and 
seven crewmen, sliced into TWA Flight 
266 on its way to LaGuardia Airport 
from Dayton and Columbus, Ohio, with 39 
passengers and a crew of five. 


The TWA plane crashed on a runway 
at the small M iller Field airport on 
Staten Island but the United jetliner 
smashed into the ground in Brooklyn, 
some 10 miles away, killing six persons 
on the ground. 
It was the world’s worst air disaster 
until March 16 when 153persons, includ­ 
ing 69 on the ground, died in the crash 
of a Viasi jetliner near Maracaibo, 
Venezuela.

diligently to recognize the basic prob­ 
lems of the district and to seek solu­ 
tions for them. 
Mrs. Dial cited the need for more 
“ average citizens to get involved in 
public affairs. She said board members 
should be objective and not to submit to

Holmdahl called for a réévaluation of 
the phrase, “ quality education.” “ To 
me quality education is the use of the 
best teachers and facilities to teach 
basic reading, writing and arithmetic. 
Then we should add programs which 
will aid the children in their fields aft­ 
er they leave school, including such 
programs as vocational training, music 
and athletics.” 
Mrs. Thomas outlined the functions 
of the school board from experience 
gained during her tenure of the past two 
and one half years. Later she scored 
the poor attendance at school board 
meetings; praised the dedication of the 
administration, staff and student body;

SAIGON (UPI) — The Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese closed out the fifth 
week of their nationwide offensive with 
15 barrages into allied military camps 
today and tried to overrun a U.S. outpost 
in the Central Highlands. 
U.S. military spokesmen said the num­ 
ber of shellings was the lowest in 11 
days and reported no towns or cities hit. 
But the level of ground fighting was high, 
with battles from Saigon’s suburbs to 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ). 
The guerrillas opened up with 50mor­ 
tar rounds before dawn against a U.S. 
Central Highlands outpost and then charg­ 
ed into the perimeter wire before Amer­ 
ican troops and gunships 
drove them 
back. Two Americans were killed and 25 
wounded but no Communist bodies were 
found, U.S. headquarters said. 
Among the major American bases tar­ 
geted for overnight rocket attacks was the 
air base at Bien Hoa, a Saigon suburb, 
from where U.S. warplanes scramble 
to support allied troops in battle de­ 
fending the capital. Damage there was 
described as light. 
It was the lowest number of shelling 
since the night of Feb. 17, military 
spokesmen said, and one of the lightest 
nationwide barrages of the Reds* now 
35-day-old offensive. 
In 109-degree heat, troopers of the U.S. 
5th Infantry Division fought foxhole to 
foxhole in the second day of battle be­ 
low the DMZ and reported a total of 191 
North Vietnamese killed. 
Military spokesmen said 40 dive bomb­ 
ers and 7,900 tons of artillery shells 
had been thrown into the battle to help 
the American soldiers, whose losses 
were given as 14 killed and 77 wound­ 
ed in two days. 
A Saigon battle, six miles from down­ 
town, flared for 2l/t hours just after 
noon Friday when U.S. tankers and sold­ 
iers found a guerrilla unit on the move. 
Ten Communists were killed, war com­ 
muniques said, and one American was 
wounded. 
In widely separated terrorist bombings 
Friday, the Viet Cong set off two bombs 
in a restaurant in True Giang City, 
39 miles south-soutwest of Saigon, kill­ 
ing five civilians and wounding 21. Near 
Quang Ngai on the northern coast, they 
exploded a mine under 
a bus, killing 
three civilians and wounding three.

LAGOS, Nigeria (UPI) — Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson of Britain took to 
the war-scarred hinterlands today, ap­ 
parently committed to continuing British 
arms shipments to federal Nigerian 
troops. 
For the second successive day, W iL 
son’s peace mission went by plane and 
jeep under heavy guard to areas where 
the civil war has left starving refugees, 
wrecked houses, bombed-out battlefields. 
This time he was going to within 20 
miles of the front lines in the Port 
Harcourt and Calabar districts, captured 
from the rebel Biafrans by federal troops 
almost a year ago. 
Wilson made his first trip to the field 
Friday following a three-hour chat with 
Nigerian Leader Maj. Gen. Yakubu Go- 
won. 
Diplomatic sources said Wilson reaf­ 
firmed in the session Britain's determ­ 
ination to continue supplying British 
arms to the federal forces Closing off 
the shipments, they said, would only 
open the way for illicit sales from B ri­ 
tain. 
In a statement, Wilson said “ There is 
no doubt whatsoever in my mind, nor in 
that of the British government, about 
the sincerity 
of these Nigerian assur­ 
ances” that the rebel Biafrans will have 
an “ honorable place” in Nigerian society 
once the war ends.

David 
Eisenhower 
won im pressive victories in 
w ar and politics. But his great­ 
est conquest was the affection 
of the American people. 
Just about everyone liked Ike 
—even D em ocrats who voted 
against him in two successful 
cam paigns for the White House. 
He enjoyed a wider personal 
popularity, and had fewer real 
enem ies, than any U.S. Pres­ 
ident since George Washington. 
Like Washington, Eisenhower 
becam e a national hero as a 
m ilitary com m ander. But his 
overriding concern as P resi­ 
dent was to win a1 stable peace 
for a world living in the shadow 
of the hydrogen bomb. He con­ 
sidered the ending of the Korean 
War the most important accom­ 
plishment of his first term . And 
his 
principal 
preoccupation 
from the start of his second 
term was to resto re peace and 
stability to the Middle East. 
Eisenhower spent the first 
half - century' of his life in 
relative obscurity, growing up 
in a farm home at Abilene, 
Kans., attending West Point, 
and serving in routine assign­ 
ments 
as 
a 
career 
Army 
officer. 
World War n brought him to 
national and world attention. 
Promoted 
rapidly through a 
se ries of important 
combat 
commands,- he became a five- 
sta r 
general 
and 
Supreme 
Commander 
of 
the 
Allied 
Forces that smashed H itler’s 
“ F ortress Europe.” 
After the war came a seven- 
year interlude during which he 
served as Army chief of staff, 
president of Columbia Univer­ 
sity, and commander of North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation 
forces. 
Eisenhower’s political c a re e r 
began at the top in 1952, when 
he 
yielded 
to a persistent 
demand from his adm irers to 
seek the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
He won the nomination in a 
rough convention battle with 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio and 
went on to dbfeat Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson of Illinois, the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee, by 
an overwhelming majority in 
the November election. 
On Jan. 20. 1953, at the age of 
62, Eisenhower was inaugurat­ 
ed as 34th president of the Unit­ 
ed States. He was the first 
Republican to occupy the White 
House in 20 years. 
His popularity with the voters 
grew steadily during his first 
term . Federal spending was 
slashed deeply, and a 10 per 
cent cut in income taxes took 
effect. Except for a brief and 
com paratively mild recession 
in 1954, the nation enjoyed un­ 
precedented economic prosper­ 
ity. 
The 
end 
of 
the 
Korean 
bloodshed, the death of Russian 
dictator 
Josef 
Stalin and the 
em ergence of a new regim e in 
Moscow, the Big Four “ sum­ 
m it” conference in Geneva in 
the 
sum m er 
of 
1955, 
all 
contributed to the easing of 
public 
fears 
of 
a 
nuclear 
holocaust. 
A 
heart 
attack 
which he 
suffered during this third year 
in office raised doubts about his 
ability to run for a second term . 
But he recovered from that 
attack, and from a subsequent 
abdominal operation, and was 
renominated 
unanimously 
by 
the Republican Convention in 
San F rancisco in August, 1956. 
The 
D em ocrats again chose 
Stevenson to oppose him. 
Campaigning on a “peace and 
prosperity” platform , Eisen­ 
hower won re-election 
by 
a 
landslide, polling the largest 
popular vote ever received by a 
presidential candidate to that 
tim e. 
But 
Democrats 
won 
control of both cham bers of 
C ongress. 
The election results convinced 
Eisenhower that the Republican 
party must be “ modernized” 
and cast in a more liberal and 
internationalist mold if it was to 
win political 
power 
in 
the 
future. He began his second 
term by pushing the party in 
that direction with a federal 
budget that 
called 
for 
a 
substantial Increase in spend­ 
ing to support a variety of so­ 
cial welfare and internation­ 
al program s. 
This budget promptly came 
under 
heavy 
fire 
from the 
conservative wing of the party, 
as well as from Dem ocrats. 
Business organizations which 
had supported him during his 
first 
term 
opened 
a sharp 
attack on his request for federal 
aid 
to 
schools 
and 
other 
m easures 
of “ modem repu­ 
blicanism .” 
Dwight 
David 
Eisenhower 
was born Oct. 
14, 
1890, at 
Denison, Tex. When he was a 
few 
months old, 
his fam ily 
moved to Abilene, Kan., where 
he and his five brothers grew 
up in a home where money was 
never plentifulandoftenscarce. 
He became a professional 


soldier alm ost accidentally. He 
applied 
for entrance to the 
Naval academy in 1911, but was 
rejected because he was a few 
months over the age lim it. So 
he 
took 
the 
West 
Point 
examination instead. 
He won letters in baseball and 
football at the m ilitary acade­ 
my and earned a passable, if 
not 
distinguished, 
academic 
record. 
He 
graduated as a 
second lieutenant in 1915, along 
with a large number of other 
future generals who won the 
class of ’15 the nickname of 
“ The C lass the S tars Fell On.” 
Lt. Eisenhower showed his 
first flash of tactical genius at 
his first p o st-F o rt Sam Hous­ 
ton, 
Tex. 
He 
met 
Mamie 
Geneva Doud at a post dance in 
October and asked for a date. 
The popular girl told him to call 
back in a month. Instead he 
went into action with a barrage 
of telephone calls spaced 15 
minutes apart. He got a date 
for the following evening and 
appeared 
four hours 
early. 
Then he moved in on the Doud 
fam ily’s 
Sunday picnics. By 
December, he and Mamie were 
engaged. They were m arried at 
Denver on July 1, 1916. 
When 
the 
United 
States 
entered World War I, Eisenhow­ 
e r thought his chance had come 
to win glory on the battlefield, 
but he spent the war as a 
captain, 
commanding a tank 
training school at Gettysburg, 
Pa. 
The first real break in his 
m ilitary career cam e in 1933, 
when he was appointed aide to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, then 
Army chief of staff. Two years 
later, he followed MacArthur to 
the Philippines, where he help­ 
ed establish the Commonwealth 
Army that fought so gallantly at 
Bataan. 
When war clouds gathered in 
Europe, he was called back to 
the United States and in 1940 
becam e chief of the war plans 
division of the U.S. General 
Staff. 
He 
was a Lieutenant 
Colonel 
at 
the 
outbreak of 
World War II and by the tim e 
of Pearl Harbor was a brigadier 
general (tem porary). 
In March, 
1942, he 
was 
appointed chief of the opera­ 
tions division of the General 
Staff (G-3) and was promoted 
to m ajor general. He won a 
reputation at the Pentagon as a 
brilliant officer and became a 
protege of Chief of Staff George 
C. M arshall. 
He still was virtually unknown 
outside professional army c ir­ 
cles when President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt announced 
his 
election as suprem e command­ 
e r of the Allied forces for the 
invasion of Africa. 
The choice, made at Mar­ 
shall’s suggestion, was based 
on the fact that Eisenhower 
had worked out the plans for the 
opening of a “ second front” in 
W estern Europe, and it was felt 
that he was the best man to put 
the plans into operation. 
He flew to England in the 
sum m er of 1942 as a m ajor 
general and began readying for 
the first step in the m aster plan 
-th e invasion of North Africa. 
From then on victories and 
prom otions piled up swiftly for 
Eisenhower, despite his insis­ 
tence that the credit for battles 
won 
should go to his field 
com m anders. 
Later, Eisenhower became 
commander of American forces 
in Europe and m ilitary gover­ 
nor 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Zone 
in 
Germany. 
As 1945 neared an end, he 
returned 
to 
Washington and 
succeeded M arshall as Army 
chief of staff. 
During this period he was 
constantly confronted by ardent 
adm irers and well-wishers who 
wanted to push him for political 
office. He always rebuffed these 
overtures and once asked in 
exasperation: 
“ How 
many 
tim es does a fellow have to say 
‘no’?*' 
On May 2, 1948, Eisenhower 
retired as chief of staff and a 
month later he became pres­ 
ident of Columbia University in 
New York City. 
In this civilian post, he was 
m ore than ever considered fair 
game for adm irers who wanted 
to draft him as a presidential 
candidate. As a professional 
soldier, he had refrained from 
stating a preference for either 
political party, and both Demo- 
cra ts and Republicans boomed 
him as a standard-bearer. But 
he firmly took him self out of 
the 1948 election campaign by 
declaring

newspaper publisher that he did 
not think a m ilitary man should 
run for president unless there 
were exceptional circum stanc­ 
es to make it necessary. 
Eisenhower spent two years 
as president of Columbia and 
was delighted with the prospect 
of a long career as an educator. 
But this was not to be. F irst, he

Psychiatrist says Kennedy murder 
premeditated by an 'ill' Sirhan

prosecution’s chief psychiatrist 
in 
the 
Sirhan m urder trial 
believes the young Arab preme­ 
ditated 
the 
killing 
of 
Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy but still has 
stated he feels the gas chamber 
is too severe a penalty. 
Dr. 
Seymour 
Pollack, 
a 
professor 
of psychiatry at the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia, told the jury Friday Sirhan 
B. Sirhan was mentally ill, but 
also said his motives were 
political. 
The key to life or death 
sentence for Sirhan lies largely 
in whether the jury can be 
convinced he “ meaningfully and 
m aturely” 
planned Kennedy’s 
assassination. 
Pollack believes he had that 
ability. But the psychiatrist also 
wrote in a prelim inary report 
that he is a paranoid and should 
not be sentenced to death.

Supreme 
Commander of the 
newly-organized North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO). 
Displaying the talent for diplo­ 
macy that made his World War 
II commands a success, he 
managed to build an effective 
international fighting force for 
the 12 NATO nations that had 
banded 
together 
to 
resist 
Communist aggression. 


While he was in P aris, a new 
“ Ike 
for 
President” b o o m - 
looking toward 1952—was sta rt­ 
ed. Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York, twice defeated GOP 
presidential nominee, 
got be­ 
hind it. A procession of Repub­ 
lican 
senators and congress­ 
men 
called at Eisenhower’s 
P aris headquarters to urge him 
to run. From there, on Jan. 7, 
1952, Eisenhower finally pro­ 
claim ed him self a Republican 
and said he would run for the 
presidency if he “ got a clear- 
cut call to political duty.” 
His name was entered in 
many states for delegates to the 
Republican 
National Conven­ 
tion. He won several. 
Then came the GOP conven­ 
tion in hot and steamy Chicago 
in July, 1952. Largely with the 
help 
of 
experts 
from 
the 
organization 
of 
Dewey 
and 
H erbert Brownell, J r., later to 
become attorney general, Eis­ 
enhower defeated Taft for the 
nomination on the first ballot. 
After the convention, Eisen­ 
hower and Taft patched up their 
differences. 


Eisenhower swung into his 
first campaign against Steven­ 
son with a vigor that amazed 
politicians who a few months 
e a rlie r had found him a most 
reluctant candidate. He c riss­ 
crossed the continent on speak­ 
ing 
tours, 
traveling 
30,000 
m iles by air and 20,000 by train. 
He won over Stevenson in a 
walk, polling 33,936,252 votes 
to the utnnoi-ratic nominee’s 
27,314,992. The electoral count 
was 
even 
more 
lopsided: 
Eisenhower 442, Stevenson 89. 
One of first acts as president­ 
elect was to keep a campaign 
prom ise to visit the Korean 
battlefront. He never claimed 
that his personal inspection trip 
helped to end the w ar. But 
when negotiations which had 
begun under the form er Tru­ 
man adm inistration resulted in 
a Korean arm istice in July, 
1953, most Americans credited 
President Eisenhower. 
On Sept. 24, 1955, while he 
was 
vacationing 
at 
Denver, 
Colo., Eisenhower suffered an 
attack of coronary throm bosis. 
He was taken to Fitesim m ons 
Army Hospital near Denver and 
placed in an oxygen tent. 
He came through the critical 
first 
few weeks with flying 
colors, and doctors pronounced 
him on the road to recovery. 
But during the long months of 
gradual convalescence that fol­ 
lowed, no one-not even Eisen­ 
hower—knew whether he would 
be strong enough to run for a 
second term inthe world’s most 
gruelling job. 
Finally, on Feb. 29, at the 
biggest 
White 
House 
press 
conference in history, he said 
he was available for nomina- 
tioi.. He told the nation by ra ­ 
dio and television that “ after 
the most careful and devoutly 
prayerful consideration . . . I 
have decided that if the Republi­ 
can Party chooses to renom i­ 
nate me. I shall accept.” 


There was not the slightest 
doubt about his party’s desire to 
renom inate him. But before it 
could 
be 
done 
amid 
wild 
enthusiasm in San Francisco’s 
Cow 
Palace 
in 
September, 
Eisenhower 
suffered another 
serious illness. 


He was rushed to W alter 
Reed in June for emergency 
surgery to relieve an intestinal 
block resulting from a disease 
called 
ileitis. 
His 
lengthy 
hospitalization with this illness 
again revived speculation that 
he would re tire from politics. 
But Eisenhower announced he 
was standing by his decision to 
run. 


The 1956 count was Eisen­ 
hower 
35,582,236; 
Stevenson 
26,028,887. The electoral vote, 
457 to 74. 
On Nov. 9, 1965, Eisenhower 
suffered his second heart attack 
in Augusta, Ga., where he and 
his wife had been vacationing. 
Two days later, at Ft. Gordon 
Army Hospital, 
the form er 
president was stricken for the 
third tim e. 


After an extended hospital 
stay doctors again pronounced 
Eisenhower in good health. 
In December of 1966, his gall 
bladder was removed at Walter 
Reed Medical Center in Wash­ 
ington without complications. A 
hospital spokesman said the 
“ whole 
procedure 
was nor­ 
m al.” 
The next year saw Eisenhow­ 
e r return to W alter Reed three 
tim es, 
twice 
for 
digestive 
disorders and once for urinary 
tract 
complications. Doctors 
said none of the conditions were 
serious, however. 


Eisenhower 
suffered 
his 
fourth heart attack April 29, 
1968 while on a golfing vacation 
at Palm Springs, Calif. He was 
treated at nearby March Air 
Force 
Base and then trans­ 
ferred to W alter Reed where he 
suffered another heart seizure 
June 15. 
Even so, Eisenhower did play 
a role in politics as the 1968 
Republican National Convention 
drew near. Calling newsmen to 
the hospital on July 
18, he 
announced his endorsement of 
Nixon for the GOP presidential 
nomination. 


The 
Eisenhowers had two 
sons, one of whom died in 
infancy. The other son John, 
served with the Third Division 
in the Korean War and returned 
home in the late sum m er of 1953 
with the rank of m ajor. 
John Eisenhower was m arried 
to Barbara Jean Thompson and 
they have four children. Milton 
Eisenhower, the form er Pres­ 
ident’s brother, is President 
em eritus 
of

Minuteman II missiles to 
be tested at Vandenberg 


For the first time Minute- 
man n intercontinental ballis­ 
tic m issiles will be used in the 
SAC 
Operational 
Test Pro­ 
gram . 
General 
B. 
K. 
Holloway, 
SAC 
commander, 
recently 
chose two m issiles at random, 
to be shipped from their home 
bases 
to 
Vandenberg 
AFB, 
where they will be put on opera­ 
tional alert and launched within 
30-60 days. The m issiles were 
selected by drawing from a hat 
containing 
a 
designation for 
Minuteman II m issiles on op­ 
erational status in SAC. 
The bases supplying the first 
two Minuteman II operational 
test m issiles are Grand Forks 
AFB, North Dakota, and White­ 
man AFB, M issouri. 
Periodically 
the 
CINCSAC 
selects a predeterm ined num­ 
ber of m issiles to be test- 
launched at Vandenberg AFB. 
The warhead is removed at the 
home base and the entire m is­ 
sile, 
maintenace team s and 
launch crew s are sent to Van­ 
denberg. 
Once at Vandenberg the mis­ 
sile is made launch - ready 
and placed in a silo. The mis­ 
sile is also equipped with a mis­ 
sile 
destruct 
mechanism in 
case it should deviate from its 
original target 
down range. 
After it is operationally rea­ 
dy m issile crew s stand by under 
alert conditions to launch the 
ICBM. With no advance notice, 
the CINCSAC directs that the 
m issile be launched and every 
phase of its performance is 
recorded for the testing pur­ 
poses. 
Start of the Minuteman II 
operational 
test 
program 
marked the end of one era and 
the beginning of another for 
Vandenberg’s 
394th Strategic 
M issile Squadron. 
The 394th 
got into the Min­ 
uteman II program in mid-1965 
when 
the first 
in 
a series 
of three 
category I (research 
and development) launches was 
conducted. These were followed 
by 
three 
more 
category II 
launches, all of which were con­ 
ducted under research and de­ 
velopment guidelines. Pur­ 
pose of these launches was to 
further refine the overall wea­ 
pon system . 
The 394th was also directly 
involved in the demonstration 
and shakedown (DASO) launch­ 
es which followed.

Righthander Seaver, the Na­ 
tional League’s rookie of the 
year in 1967, has won 16 games 
two straight years for the Mets 
and should be just coming into 
his own. Southpaw Koosman, 
who just missed rookie ot the 
year honors in ’68, had a 19-12 
record and struck out Carl 
Y astrzemski for the final out in 
the All-Star game. 
Who 
wouldn't 
want 
two 
pitchers 
like that, and who 
hasn't tried to get them? 
“ Every time somebody talks 
trade with us,” says President 
Johnny Murphy, “ they mention 
Seaver or Koosman. They’re not 
available.’* 
Thanks mainly to these two 
young stars, the 1968 Mets 
escaped the cellar to finish 
ninth and were jokingly called 
“ The greatest Mets team in 
history” because they reached a 
club high of 73 victories. 


This year the Mets, thanks to 
the split of the National League 
into divisions, must “ rise” at 
least to a sixth-place finish. 
That should easily be fifth, 
since the division includes one 
expansion team, the Montreal 
Expos, and it could be higher if 
they can catch the Phillies or 
the Pirates. The league cham­ 
pion St. Louis Cardinals and the 
Chicago Cubs appear out of 
range. 
“ I don’t know whether the 
1969 Mets will also be the 
‘greatest’ or not,” says Mana­ 
ger Gil Hodges with a grin, 
“but I do think we’ll be better 
than last year. Last year there 
were four positions on the club 
from which we got little help. 
That probably won’t be true this 
year.” 
Hodge , a charitable man, 
didn’t pinpoint the four positions 
he meant. If you’re the guessing 
type, try first base, shortstop, 
center field and right field. 
He also didn’t mention hitting, 
which has been the Mets’ most 
woeful department. The club 
was last in the league in batting

The Mets are set behind the

lefthander J.C. Martin. 
Ed Kranepool, long overdue in 
delivering on his promise, is at 
first base. At second base, Ken 
Boswell, who lost two months 
with a broken finger in ’68, is 
back and may be challenged by 
rookie Wayne Garrett, up from 
Shreveport. 
Shortstop BudHarrelson, who 
seemed to have “ arrived” in 
late 1967, staggered through u 
poor ’68 with knee problems, 
finally gave up and underwent 
an operation Sept. 24. Hodges 
says he appears to be “ moving 
okay” in limited drills so far 
and may be ready to come 
back.

Consistently inconsis­ 
tent. Worst definition: Grooved 
swing. Every pro has a groov­ 
ed swing. Right, Doc? Right! 
Arnie Palmer has a grooved 
swing. Then how come on his 
last television appearance that 
we watched he had so many 
shots from sandtraps that he 
might have spent the afternoon 
on the beach? 
He was hitting the ball to 
the right on every shot to the 
green. The groove was slight­ 
ly out of groove. We recall 
Cary Middlecoff, during his hey­ 
day, 
explaining 
that before 
every round he 
watched the 
behavior of the ball on the 
practice ground. If he was fad­ 
ing slightly, he played it. If 
he was hooking slightly, he 
played that. Which indicates 
that 
perhaps 
the grooved 
swing is only grooved for a 
day at a time. 
Ben Hogan was quoted in his 
golf book as saying that he 
hit an average of 13 greens per 
round. 
This included 
every 
round. Divide 18 into 13

I oday s hand was played 
in a m a t c h between the 
Culbertson team, that had 
Just

League 
champion­ 
ship, and an English team 
that had done nothing to 
distinguish itself but that was 
captained 
by 
Lt. 
Colonel 
W alter Buller (Ret.) 
Buller advocated a com­ 
mon sense system. Needless 


to say, the Culbertsons won 
handily 
but 
the 
common 
sense system showed up well 
on some hands. 
The bidding in the box is 
that of Culbertson and Light- 
ner. We don’t know exactly 
what E ly ’s three-spade bid 
meant and we doubt if Light- 
ner did. But Teddy raised to 
four on the theory that E ly 
had a good hand with lots 
of spades. 


E ly revalued his hand and 
bid five diamonds as a slam 
try but Lightner wisely felt 
that his club and heart hon­ 
ors would not be worth much 
and bid only five spades. 
West o p e n e d the ace of 
hearts and shifted to a trump 
that was won by dummy’s 
seven. E ly was rightly sus­ 
picious of that heart lead 
but saw an easy way to 
make his c o n t r a c t . He 
cashed his ace and king of 
diamonds and ruffed a dia­ 
mond. 
He returned to his 
hand by ruffing a club, drew 
trumps and conceded a trick 
to the jack of diamonds. 


The common sense system 
did even better. There were 
no forcing bids available so 
Buller simply opened four 
spades and played the hand 
there. 
We w o n d e r if in a 1969 
team match both sides would 
stay out of this slam con­ 
tract. We do know one thing. 
No one w o u l d open with 
either three or four spades.

(U P IH was 
out at Universal Studios early 
the other evening, and as the 
combination of dusk and sunset 
settled over the lot, the old 
thrill 
of 
Hollywood 
glamor 
suddenly hit me. 
Whatever the big thinkers 
say, glamor is still the secret 
weapon of this town, and the 
ability to maintain the illusion 
and image of glamor in the 
terribly real year of 1969 is no 
mean achievement. But Univer­ 
sal has somehow managed to do 
it. 
Unless you have worked in 
and around this town for a 
while, it may be difficult to 
understand exactly how impor­ 
tant glamor is to the sustenance 
of the dreams of those who 
hope 
to 
succeed here. The 
people who forge ahead here 
could do just as well in steel or 
farming or mining, but they 
chose Hollywood-and glamor is 
the reason in their heart of 
hearts. 
The toughness and ruthless­ 
ness of a town like Holwywood 
are hardly secrets anymore. 
And only a fool would go around 
saying that every bit of film 
turned out by a studio is to be 
treasured 
because 
of 
the 
glamorous 
surroundings 
in 
which it was turned out. But I 
feel it is impossible not to be a 
little 
forgiving 
toward 
any 
studio that can surround its 
product-film-with 
that 
very 
special Hollywood glamor. 
You hear an awful lot about 
filmtown being a rather dull 
place nowadays-compared with 
the past-and there are those 
who say that Hollywood is dead. 
And I suppose that is what I 
was thinking about most of all 
as I stood at the front gate of 
Universal, 
watching 
all the 
activity as streams of people 
drove out, saying goodnight. 
For Universal has helped put 
the 
lie 
to any 
notion that 
Hollywood is dead. 
On 
sight alone, 
Universal 
challenges any of the great 
studios—past or present — for 
the right to be considered the 
most 
spectacular and colorful 
and glamorous. No studio, of 
course, can hope to match the 
fantastic rosters of stars who 
used to be under contract to the 
oldtlme 
film 
organizations— 
because actors today operate 
independently. 
But 
Universal 
has done the next best thing in 
terms of glamor-by bringing 


the touch of Hollywood magic 
closer to the average person. 


The 
tours offered by the 
studio now are widely known, 
and highly successful. It was a 
concept cleverly devised, and— 
like the large amount of film 
product turned out by Universal 
for television and movies-was, 
in its own way, an added step to 
help amortize the tremendous 
overhead of the 420-acre studio 
in the San Fernando VaPey. 


Standing at the front gate, 
one gets an immediate idea of 
the studio’s all • inclusive at­ 
tempt to incorporate the glam­ 
or of the new with that of the 
old. To the left, there is the 
sleek, 
awesomely efficient 
looking building that houses the 
chief executive offices. Straight 
ahead, 
one 
sees into 
the 
working quarters of the studio 
itself. 
And now, just recently, 
up on the right, on a hilltop, is 
a 
new 
21-story 
hotel, 
the 
Sheraton-Universal. 


What we have here, in short, 
is a stunningly planned enter­ 
tainment complex for visitors, 
as well as a film studio. Now 
the tourist can check into the 
hotel before or after his visit to 
the Universal lot, and literally 
use a Hollywood studio &s his 
base, 
centrally located, 
for 
seeing the other sights of the 
Los Angeles area. At night, 
from th-* passing freeway, the 
studio complex is a spectacular 
jeweled setting, and any tourist 
coming home to such a place 
for a night’s rest is bound to be 
flattered by Hollywood glamor. 


In recent years, the out-of- 
town press has come to know 
that Universal’s lavish parties 
liave 
the 
genuine 
flavor of 
bigtime, rather nostalgic Holly­ 
wood-staged against extraor­ 
dinary movie settings. And this 
week Universal has done it 
again-hosting, for guests from 
around the world, a three-day 
inaugural 
of the new hotel, 
including a benefit premiere of 
the 
Shirley 
MacLaine 
film 
‘‘Sweet Charity" for the eye 
institute at UCLA named after 
Jules Stein, board chairman of 
MCA. 


Hollywood is iar from dead.

New Breed 
Challenges 
Church

The new layman and his 
growing breed are those who 
quickly set their face against 
the church when it stops 
caring, stifles life, thwarts 
love and perverts justice. 
To be true to the Kingdom, 
he is willing, painfully, to be 
the church's most virulent 
opponent and unceasing crit­ 
ic To be a layman loyal to 
Jesus Christ is to tell it like 
it is. Holiness is creation. 
Righteousness 
is 
seeking 
God’s handiwork. Disciple- 
ship is fulfilling one’s great­ 
est gifts to the glory o f God, 
and working for the advance­ 
ment of all men whom He 
has lovingly created. 
But 
love and justice have no obe­ 
dience to the church. For 
the church was called to be 
their servant. 
The style and shape of the 
new laity is hard to chart. 
How do we know what it 
will be like, since so much of 
the time requires a nerve 
and tenacity to improvise? 
It is one thing to say what 
shouldn’t happen, but what 
about some suggestions for 
action? 
We are helped by the past 
In tracing the development 
of the biblical idea of God. 
Erich Fromm finds the es­ 
sence of true religion to be 
the liberation of man. 
Not restriction or 
bind, 
but a development that en­ 
ables him to acquire convic­ 
tions 
and 
principles, 
and 
thus to be eventually “true 
to himself,” rather than to 
be obedient to an authority. 
If men are to be* free and 
fulfill the image desired by 
God, they must challenge, 
confront, criticize all forms 
of human authority. Other­ 
wise, Fromm sees only a 
serfdom, not salvation for 
men. The biblical idea of de­ 
votion to God and radical 
freedom 
are the 
survival 
tools that the new laity must 
seize if they are to be their 
own men. 
And then Fromm puts his 
linger on the nerve when he 
concludes that 
. . the beginning of liber- 
ation lies in man’s capacity 
to suffer. 
Israel experienced it in 
Egyptian slavery in Babylo-

If the essence of Dwight David Eisenhower could be summed 
up in a one-woru epitaph, it would be simply: “Ike.” 
Here was the professional soldier who rose from relative 
obscurity at the beginning of the greatest war in history to 
supreme command of the greatest assemblage of armies in 
history, who later served his country for eight years in the 
highest position of responsibility any man can attain. 
Yet he was always “Ike.” 
Looking back from the turbulent present, the years of the 
Eisenhower administration seem calm and stable. They were 
not, but if they seemed so then as well as now, it was only be­ 
cause of the presence of this immensely popular president in 
the White House. There was something about this most uncom­ 
mon common man that inspired confidence and faith that no 
matter how beset the nation was by crises and challenges, 
nothing dire would happen as long as Ike was there. 
Beset the nation was: 
Those were the years when the cold war was really frigid — 
when a man named Khrushchev came to power in Russia to 
strut the world’s stage for a time with his rhetoric of nuclear 
diplomacy and ballistic blackmail; when a man named Ho Chi 
Minh was mauling the French in Indochina; when a man named 
Joe McCarthy was finding Communists in every State Depart­ 
ment closet and setting neighbor suspiciously against neigh­ 


bor; when a man named Faubus in Little Rock, Ark., was fo­ 
menting the gravest federal-state crisis since the Civil War; 
when a U.S. vice president was beingspat upon in South Ameri­ 
ca; when the world hovered on the edge of Armageddon as 
war broke out in the Middle East; when freedom-loving men 
everywhere agonized as Hungary was ground under the heel; 
when the nation plunged briefly into its worst recession since 
the 1930s; when Americans indulged in an orgy of self-doubt 
because Russia had launched something called a Sputnik into 
space; when words like “agonizing reappraisal,” 
“brink­ 
manship,” “U-2,” “summit” and “ missile gap” were part 
of the vocabulary of reproach against the administration. 
Yet they SEEMED like calm years, because Ike was there. 
Now the general has lost his last battle, after besting the 
scythe - bearer in encounter after encounter. He went down 
fighting, he surrendered 
reluctantly. More than that can be 
asked of no soldier. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is not rated as one of America’s 
great or even strong presidents, and it is not likely that anoth­ 
er generation of historians will differ with this estimate. Of 
one thing we can be certain, however: 
If, in their study of this man, his life and his accomplish­ 
ments, Americans of the future can come at all close to know­ 
ing him as his contemporaries did, they will call him “ Ike.” 


Gloom and Doom 


Viewing the picture painted by Defense Secretary Melvin 
Laird before the Senate Armed Services Committee, one is 
overcome by a feeling of deja vu. We have seen it all before — 
more than once. 
Not since the “ missile gap” of 1960 has the United States 
been in such dire peril on so many fronts. 
There is no light at the end of the Vietnam tunnel; there is 
not even an end to the tunnel. There can be no reduction of 
U.S. troops, said Laird, until all the North Vietnamese go home. 


In Laos, 40,000 Vietnamese “ could probably overrun the nav* 
tion at will.” 
In Korea, “ peace hangs bv a slender thread.” 
British withdrawal from South Asia makes that area a 
“ potential security problem.” 
The Middle East “ verges on an active state of war, with the

imminent threat of expansion.” 
Not only has the Soviet challenge in Europe grown more dan­ 
gerous, but Russia now has more ballistic m issiles than we do 
and is proceeding with the development of a multiple warhead 
delivery system and supermegaton warheads which could 
“ essentially destroy” all our Minuteman m issiles in their 
underground silos without direct hits. 
Even our Polaris submarine fleet, a surviving fraction of 
which could obliterate the U.S.S.R., will not be an “ adequate” 
deterrent beyond 1972, for reasons which the secretary did not 
wish to go into in public. 
In sum, “ never before have the challenges to our national 
security exceeded in number and gravity those which we 
found upon taking office.” 
We should be grateful for small favors, however. The sec­ 
retary did not report that the sky is falling. 


Fair game 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The time clearly has arrived for the 
creation of a federal watchdog commis­ 
sion to exercise powerful and aggress­ 
ively vigilant control over the nation’s 
credit 
bureaus and credit-extending 
agencies. 
The “ private” bureaus and agencies 
through the command over an indiv­ 
idual citizen’s credit standing and his 
opportunity to use credit in major trans­ 
actions affecting his life, are in plain 
fact employing power which is govern­ 
mental in scope. 
They have, indeed, far more sweeping 
authority over an individual’s personal 
and business financial affairs than the 
U.S. Internal Revenue Service normally 
applies in its congressionally empowered 
inquiries into citizens’ income tax re­ 
turns. 
A credit bureau, operating, in misty 
anonymity most of the time, may de­ 


termine whether you can buy a house, 
or a car,float a loan to pay off crushing 
medical expense, expand your activities 
or undertake certain necessary travel. 
It 
is 
your 
“ credit 
rating” 
which 
decides 
all 
this, and whether or 
not you can get gen­ 
eral or special credit 
cards 
and 
develop 
___ 
charge accounts with 
retail 
stores 
and 
• 
various other 
bus- 
# 
iness 
establish- 
* 
ments. 
Your “ rating” is 
presumed to be det­ 
ermined by your past “ credit record” 
— the available evidence as to how you 
paid your bills, how you met bank or 
car or other loan payments, etc. 
Unhappily, credit bureaus across the 
country make many minor errors in 
compiling this evidence. 
The horror 
stories die legion, compiled nr^re and 
more 
frequently by highly reputable 
newspapers, pieced together in endless 
living room conversations where indiv­ 
iduals compare notes. 
In theory you are supposed to be able 
to gain access to the credit bureau's 
file on your credit performance if any 
difficulty arises. 
Actually, as many 
specifically documented cases demon­ 
strate, your rating may suddenly plum­ 
met to zero and you may find it im­ 
possible, or nearly so, to learn why. 
Letters to credit bureaus and credit- 
extending agencies go unanswered for 
long periods or are never answered. 
If you can bring off a personal visit 


with an agency official, which is no 
mean feat, you may be smothered in 
vague replies. 
In many instances, the agency treat­ 
ment of the inquiring citizen is grossly 
arrogant, indifferent, negligent and down­ 
right incompetent. 
Sometimes a bureau, goaded into un­ 
accustomed frankness, acknowledges its 
capacity for error and even says that 
certain matters of credit performance 
are “ difficult to verify.” 
From the public’s standpoint, failure 
on this score is totally unacceptable. 
There can be nothing too difficult to 
verify when a person’s whole finan­ 
cial status is at stake. And NO serious 
error is permissable, for the same 
reason. 
With power goes responsibility. The 
responsibility of these agencies is to 
be absolutely correct, even if they have 
to recheck their records 20 times. And 
evidently a government commission is

now needed to see that they do just exact­ 
ly that. 
Furthermore, 
such 
a 
commission 
should be charged with seeing that their 
often inhuman, impersonal treatment 
of citizens is completely curbed. 
The 
experiences some people have had make 
the so called “ impersonality” of today’s 
huge university look like an exercise 
in free love. 


If federal tax investigators judge your 
income tax returns faulty or fraudulent, 
and you dispute their findings, you have 
recourse first to the tax court and then 
to the general courts to seek reversal 
of the verdict. 
No such protection exists for you in 
the credit field. The citizen should not 
be forced to spend time and money to 
prove errors by self-appointed private 
arbiters of your credit. A government 
commission should put the burden of 
accuracy fully upon them. 


Behind the noise of Soviet border 
clashes a great flood is on in Red China. 
It threatens Mao Tse-tung’s 
immense 
gaseous 
diffusion atom - bomb plant, 
which covers 14 acres near Lanchow 
and takes hydroelectric power from the 
Yellow River. 
In fact, it is not at all impossible that 
Mao welcomes the noises about the bor­ 
der clashes to divert the attention of the 
Chinese people from their domestic 
woes. 
Again and again 
throughout China’s 
crumbled 
centuries a 
rushing 
flood 
with 
the husky voice of a 
tiger has bounded free 
of the Yellow River 
at the Great Bend to 
engulf 
an 
area 
a 
third the size of the 
United 
States 
in 
a 
mud-filled sea. 
Yet 
as 
early 
as 
China’s 
hallowed 
First 
Emperor, Shi- 
Huang-Ti, 
this 
brilliant man who cal­ 
culated that the solar year had 365l 2 
days — so intelligent was he — the 
problem of the Yellow River floods was 
solved. 
Nevertheless, as now, there were ter­ 
rible repetitions. 
The First Emperor’s 
solution was 
to plant in the shape of a crescent at the 
Great Bend, and extending far back into 
the plains, a tremendous forest of deep- 
rooted willows. Workers were employed 
and scrupulously 
supervised 
in far 
larger numbers than Cheops 
used 
to 
build his Giza 
pyramids 
4,800 years 
ago. This solution was a stroke of en­ 
gineering genius. 
With the start of any new overflow 
from the bank the vast interlacing of 
the willow trees and roots, like a giant 
natural mat, 
collected the oncoming 
mud and silt from the water and auto­ 
matically built a barrier which grew as 
the waters rose. 
Soon the waters held themselves in 
check and were channelled by their own 
deposits of mud and silt back into the 
true course of the river. 
Yet, along with this perfect solution, 
and as ancient, there always existed in 
China a saying that when the Yellow 
River does break loose at the Great Bend 
the flood which follows means that the 
ruling dynasty will fall. 
All ancient classic Chinese 
sooth­ 
sayers, proclaiming star-written omens, 
claimed that each time this break-loose 
occurred the warning proved true: the 
dynasty did fall — the Han, the Tang, the 
Ming, the Manchu, all. 
However, there is a more mundane 
explanation. The water escape because 
of graft, corruption and inefficiency in 
the regime and the negligence of its lead­ 
ers who divert money and manpower to 
other things than tending to the willows. 
The regimes fell because when this 
neglect 
occurs other equivalent neg­ 
lects are unbearably widespread in the 
government. The flood is only a sum­ 
marizing symbol. 
There were bloody battles inside Chi­ 
na during all of 1967 and 1968. Behind 
the scenes, these continue. 
Warlord- 
ism, 
region by region, remains the 
order of the day. Railroad transporta­ 
tion power grids are repeatedly crip­ 
pled. It generally takes more than 70 
hours now to go from Peking to Canton on 
a train. During the 1965-68 
famine 
throughout most of China, as devasta­ 
ting as the present flood, Mao export­ 
ed 200,000 tons of rice a year to Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba. Was he more interested in 
his 
hungry 
people 
or in helping 
America’s 
enemy 
in 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere — a Red Cuba about which 
the average Chinese couldn't conceiva­ 
bly care less? 
Recently 285 
overseas 
Chinese or­ 
ganizations, 
representing 17 million 
overseas 
Chinese in 47 countries be­ 
yond 
Mao's 
grip, 
signed an adver­ 
tisement protesting the admission of 
Red China into the United Nations. They 
asked the free world to “ refrain from 
giving aid and comfort to Mao.” 
Only last week five large Chinese 
benevolent 
organizations 
in our coun­ 
try published 
a similar plea. And for 
the last three years the voting margin 
in the U.N. against seating Mao’s re­ 
gime has widened. The February Gallup 
poll, in turn, showed that American re­ 


main solidly against Red China’s ad­ 
mission, 
54 per cent to 33, and the 
Harris poll 54 per cent to 32. 
Yet color-blind 
Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, leads a clique 
in the Senate and around the country and 
blesses such contrived 
organizations 
as the so-called National Committee on 
U.S. - China Relations, a pet project of 
McGoorge Bundy of the cash-happy Ford 


Foundation, who want the Red regime 
in. 
The one hope for freedom in Red Chi­ 
na 
is 
to discredit 
the Communist 
regime. The flood is doing its share. 
Color-blind 
Fulbright, 
et al, seem to 
think they can fight communism by help­ 
ing it to succeed.
